MEMORANDUM 

As  to  what  Acts  of  Canada  oxtond  to  the  several  Provinces  or 
Territories  constituted  or  admitted  after  the  Union  effected  by 
B.  N.  A.  Act,  1867. 


Manitoba. 

The  Acts  mentioned  in  34  V.  c.  c.  13,  14.  Those  specially  men- 
tioned as  extended  to  it,  in  the  foregoing  Tables;  and  all  the  Acts 
of  34  Vict,  and  subsequent  Sessions,  except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be 
wholly  or  in  part  otherwise  limited  or  inapplicable. 

British  Columbia. 

The  Acts  mentioned  in  34  V.  c.  13.  Those  specially  mentioned 
as  extended  to  it,  in  the  foregoing  Tables;  and  all  the  Acts  of  35 
Vict,  and  subsequent  Sessions ;  except  in  so  far  as  they  may  be 
wholly  or  in  part  otherwise  limited  or  inapplicable. 

North  West  Territories. 

The  Acts  mentioned  in  38  V.  c.  49,  or  extended  by  the  Governor 
in  Council  under  it.  Those  specially  mentioned  as  extended  to  it, 
in  the  foregoing  Tables ;  and  all  the  Acts  of  the  Sessions  alter  38 
Vict.,  except  in  so  far  as  they  may  bo  wholly  or  In  part  otherwise 
limited  or  inapplicable. 

Keewatin. 

The  Acts  mentioned  in  39  V.  c.  21,  s.  11,  and  Schedule.  Those 
specially  mentioned  as  extended  to  it,  in  the  foregoing  Tables;  and 
all  Acts  of  the  Sessions  subsequent  to  39  Vict.;  except  in  so  far  as 
they  may  be  wholly  or  in  part  otherwise  limited  or  inapplicable. 
In  the  N.  W.  T.  (and  in  Keewatin  us  having  been  part  of  them)  the 
laws  in  force  in  them  before  their  incorporation  with  Canada, 
remain  in  force,  so  lur  as  they  are  consistent  with  the  B.  N.  A.  Act, 
1867,  the  terms  of  the  Order  of  H.  M.  in  Council  for  the  admission 
of  the  said  Territories  into  the  Union,  and  with  Acts  of  Canada 
or  Orders  in  Council  since  passed  and  applying  to  them. 

Prince  Edward  Island. 

The  Acts  mentioned  in  36  V.  c.  40,  and  37  V.  c.  27.  Those 
specially  mentioned  as  extended  to  it,  in  the  foregoing  Tables  and 
all  Acts  of  the  Sessions  subsequent  to  36  Vict.,  except  as  they  maybe 
wholly  or  in  part  otherwise  limited  or  inapplicable. 

Note. 

It  is  well  to  remark,  that  by  38  V.  c.  1  s.  3,  it  is  declared  that 
no  Act  amending  a  previous  one  which  does  not  apply  to  all  the 
Provinces  shall  apply  to  any  Province  to  which  the  amende  1  Act  does 
not  apply,  unless  it  is  expressly  provided  that  it  shall  apply  to  such 
Province  or  to  all  the  Provinces.

class  of  subjects.  In  the  order  of  subjects  I  have  followed  that 
which  we  adopted  for  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Canada  as  nearly 
as  the  case  adraitlod,  and  the  Acts  are  classirtod  under  the  hoadins;-.s 
to  which  they  mainly.,  though  not  exclusively,  relate.  Corrected  for 
Acts  of  the  present  Session,  and  with  a  Chronological  Table  of  all 
the  Statutes  of  Canada,  showing  the  amendments,  repeal,  and  other 

Particulars  relating  to  each,  like  those  I  prepared  for  Upper  and 
lower  Canada  previous  to  the  Consolidation  ot  185!),  and  an  Index, 
(for  which  and  the  said  Table  I  have  the  materials  in  M.  S.,  in  my 
office,)  they  would  be  very  useful  until  the  completion  of  the  con- 
templated Consolidation,  which  must  necessarily  be  a  work  of  time, 
and  of  which  tliey  would  in  fact  form  the  basis.  Some  portions  of 
the  Consolidated  Statutes  and  subsequent  Acts  of  the  Province  of 
Canada,  and  also  of  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
and  British  Columbia,  on  matters  within  the  scope  of  the  powers 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  are  still  in  force..  But  these  have  been 
dealt  with  by  the  Consolidators  in  the  several  Provinces,  or  will  bo 
so,  until  they  become  absorbed  in  or  roj)ealed  by  Statutes  of  the 
Dominion  ;  any  attempt  to  refer  further  to  them  in  the  foregoing 
Table  would  only  have  led  to  complication  and  confusion.
